SAVANNAH AND ATLANTA RAILROAD Svn- 
scarpTion.—Mr. Zocal; A severe indisposition will 
prevent anything more than a suggestion in answer 
tu “P's” article yesterday. 

My “inquiring mind,” as he ia pleased to term it, 
is not satisfied with the authority quotei by “*P.” 
to show the right of the City Council under that to 
order an election on the subscription question. I 
was not aware, when I wrote my first article, of the 
existence of that clause in the railroad charter. 
The *‘question’’ to which I said I had ** given much 
attention,"’ was the general power of the City Coun- 
cil over subscriptions, etc. 

But *“P"’ admits the correetness of my view, and 
simply replies, ‘*‘we have the necessary legislative 
suthority.”’ I say sec. 7 of his charter is totally inope- 
rative for want of a provision init fora “fair legal elec- 
tion by the qualified voters.’ How can it be ascer- 
tained whether a ‘‘ majority of the qualified voters" 
have voted, if there is no penalty for illegal voting, 
etc There is clearly no such peualty attached to this, 
either by reference in this act to the gencral State 
laws on the subject, lawsgoveining the city elections, 
or otherwise. Such arefcrence might perhaps have 
satisfied the constitutional requiremeat; but there 
being no such provision for penalties in this act, I 
would be glad to “‘reccive the necessary attention” 
from ** P."’ as promised. 

On principle, my position is analagous to the law of 
cempensation in the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain. There the ehicf and imperative requirement 
of the law is that ‘‘ample compensation’? must be 
provided for in the body of the act. Here the protec- 
tion of the rights of minorities in a epecial trust con- 
fided to the Legislature, and they must show in the 
act that they have exercised it, or the act is inopera- 
tive. 

On avthority, my porition is sutained by an almost 
unbroken current of deeisions in eases arising under 
similar constitutional provisions in the Northwestern 
States. 

I trust ‘“*P* can explain all this away S. D.
